MONEY MAKKET AND COMMERCIAL 
INTELLIGENCE. 
[WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE IRISH TIMES. 
2 Dublin, Saturday Evening. 

The comparative ease which was felt at the close of 
last week has been continued during this; and, although 
the Bank returns again appear unfavourable, they are 
not sufficiently so to cause any alteration in the rate of 
discount. The most important feature is the large 
increase in the other securities, which is indicative of a 
pressure for accommodation ; it is to the extent of 
440612. Ia the Bullion there has been a falling off of 
£149,860, all of which was taken up for exportation ; 
the circulation, however, has increased £328,606, owing 
to an increase, in the l'ublic and Private of 
nearly £600,000 ; and the reserve of notes also 
increased by £187,600. 

Money has been tolerably abundant during the week, 
both in the Discount market and on the Stock Ex- 
change ; in the former at about £4 per cent., the Bank 
minimum ; while on Government Securities it is freely 
offered at £2 per cent. on the Stock Exchange. Still 
there is a great disinclination amongst capitalists to lend 
except at short dates, and the utmost caution is ob- 
served. This very feeling is the means of keeping 
money unemployed, and making it more abundant. [he 
continuous demand for gold for the Cuntinent, notwith- 
standing the nature of the exchanges, is still creating 
surprise, it is believed to be for Egypt, on French ac- 
Ount. 

Funds have been very little affected during the week, 
and the fluctuations have been but slight. In Shares 
there Las been a moderate business transacted, and at 
good rates, To-day prices of English Funds manifested 
depression, a falling off from the closing rates of yes- 
terday being reported this morning; in Console the 
decline was to the extent of 2s. 6d. per cent., and in 
New Three per Cepts. 5s per cent. the reduced quota- 
tions were, howev r, steadily maintained all day without 
variation. In our market a tractional decline is marked 
in Consola, the fal: in New Three per Cents. being to a 
greater extent (38: d per cent ) Although the amount 
of business trausacted in Shares was not in general 
exteusive, a much Ormer tone was apparent throughout, 
and quotalious Mostly indicated an improvement ol 
value.

Tun Warsaw Conference has ended. If we are to 
place confidence in the reports of telegraphists, who 
profess to know what passed at every confidential 
reunion of great personages, no stipulation whatever 
has been made, no con ven tion of any kind concluded, 
and no protocol even was drawn up. We are told, 
too, that “ the Warsaw interview maintained to the 
last its purely personal character as regards both 
Princes and Ministers.” The Emperors of Austria 
and Russia, forsooth, were such strangers to each 
other, and the Ministers of War and Finance so 
perfectly unacquainted, that it was absolutely neces- 
sary to bring them together, even at the risk of 
agitating all the telegraphic wires in Europe and 
disturbing the repose of diplomatists on v acation. 
This is scarcely possible. No protocol, indeed, may 
have been drawn up, but neither was there 
any at Villafranca. The heads of agreement may 
have been settled amongst “ the Princes and Minis- 
„ters; the formal convention may be no more 
known than the “ something written” which exists 
between Russia and France. We must look to acts 
and events as the true interpreters of what has taken 


But, if the representatives of three military Powers 
have resumed their personal acquaintance at Warsaw, 
Paris has witnessed a renewal of intercourse bet ween 
the great patron of Nationalities and two of their 
most strenuous supporters. Kossuth had been in- 
duced to hurry to Sardinia from London. He had 
only time to arrange for a disembarkation at Trieste, 
when his hopes were crushed by the treaty of Vil- 
lafranca. For a time Kossuth hid himself in mist, 
disappointed and deserted. When Garibaldi made 
his dashing attempt on Sicily, Kossuth emerged trom 
his retreat, appeared publicly at Geneva, passed down 
to Turin, and had a conference with General Turr, 
the commander of the Hungarian Volunteers, at 
Genos. Klapka had taken an active part in Gari- 
baldi's enterprise. He left Naples some time since, 
and now reappears at Paris. He and Kossuth have 
had a conference with Louis Napoleon. The tele- 
gram will, perhaps, assure us that these personages 
met merely to discuss the new Huagarian Con stitu- 
tion. But it is clear that the Eimperor anticipates 
strong action as the result of the Warsaw Con ference, 
and is preparing in the true Napoleonic fashion to 
carry war at once into the enemy's territory by 
creating an insurrection in Hungary. If so, the war 
which will arise must be all but universal. For the 
commotion in Italy is but the foremost shock caused 
by the most impulsive nationality. There is a gene- 
ral movement among all races for a distinct and 


constitute an army of reserve. The same 

was adopted last year, immediately to the at- 
tack upon Austria, and naturally it is believed that 
this new Organisation means war at no distant 
date. 

Meanwhile, the Sardinians, having thoroughly 
routed the Neapolitan troops at Iserna, have con- 
tinued their march wards, Half-way between 
the Horatian Teaauc and Suessa an engagement 
has taken place. The Royal troops, leaving many 
prisoners, fell back upon the more compact lines of 
the Garigliano. This movement necessitated the 
evacuation of Capua. The Piedmontese regard the 
presence of the French fleet at Gaeta, and a French 
yarrison at Ponticorvo, on the Neapolitan frontiers, 
merely as the result of a wish on the part of the 
Emperor to offer facilities for retreat to the 
Royalists,

Tus London Nimes maintains & large staff ot cor - 
respondents in every foreign country from which 
intelligence of any interest is likely to be derived 
In Italy that journal has, in addition to ordinary 
correspondents in the more important towns, a spe- 
cial correspondent attached to Garibaldi’s army. 
There is a special correspondent not only in Syria 
but in China. These gentlemen are clever writers 
and impartial observers. Their statements may, in 
general, be relied upon, and t.ey represent all shades 
of opinion very fairly. It is extraordinary that the 
Times should not be as anxious to present to its 
readers as accurate and impartial intelligence from 
Ireland as from Beyrout and Hongkong. The Irish 
correspondence inthe Times usually consists of three 
or four scraps cut out from Radical or Ultramontane 
Irish journals. One would suppose that the design of 
the Times was to impress the English people with an 
idea that in Ireland there are no journals but those 
which represent the disconteated or disloyal. The 
Conservative journsls are all ignored, or if an 
extract be taken from any of them, the name of the 
journal is carefully suppressed. The paragraphs 
which seem to correct the extracts are in the very 
lowest style. Surely such a journal as the Times 
ought to insist upon an impartial abstract of Irish 
intelligence being given to its readers. The state- 
ments put forward by the three or four Radical 
journals from which quotations are systematically 
made, are not usually the most correct. We highly 
esteem the ability with which the other departments 
ofthe Times are conducted, and we therefore wonder 
how it is that the “Irish correspondence '' is of 
such a character as to be wholly unworthy of its 
columns.

Tus Prince of Wales has had some narrow escapesin 
free and civilised America. He was mobbed and 
hustled in Virginia. and at New York a madman 
aimed a heavy blow with a bludgeon at his head.

From the ſull reports 
published by the New York journals we find he was 
a Red Republican, and a native of England.

“to live one hundred years. The time for kings 
“was gone.” He was proved to be a sailor belong- 
ing to a river boat lying at Williamsburg, and to be 
afflicted with a monomania for Republic anism. 

This was not the only danger the Prince encoun- 
tered at New York. At the grand ball given by the 
city in his honour there were three thousand persons 
assembled. American floors are not constructed to 
bear so numerous a weight. T wo flower vases fell with 
a crash, and were broken into fragments, the fall being 
caused by the sinking of the floor. In three places 
the floor gave way, and some persons were precipi- 
tated to the floor below. The Prinee invariably re- 
quires that the floors of every public room he visits 
should be securely propped, but in this case the pre- 
caution seems to have been neg'ected. 

It is with some little feeling of relief we learn that 
the Prince was at Boston on the 17th, and intended 
to proceed from thence to Portland, where the naval 
escort which is to accompany him home, has already 
arrived. The Prince's visit to the United States will 
do more to unite the two countries than all the efforts 
of the diplomatists of both lands could hope to ac- 
| eomplish. The results cannot be marred by one or 
! two untoward events wuich might happen anywhere.

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Tus Frrise Foxes.—To those who have been in India 
or roughed it in the jungles these “ flying foxes,” as 
they are called, will be uo nuvelty; but to the muititude, 
sod more particularly that portion of it who delight in 
natural history and its phenomena, they will be found to 
be as interesting on a visit to them in their cage in Picca- 
dilly as any other /usus natura. These flying tees, the 
vespertilios of Cuvier, are perfect hy brids, with the head of 
a squirrel or a tox and the wings of a bird or a bat. They 
have been brought from Iudla in the Pera, by Mr. Briggs, 
their enterprising propriewr, who has seen considerable 
service there, and who captured them by nets in the 
jungles on the domain of the Kajah of Burdocan, in 
ieugal. Un entering you see suspended in a white 
wooden cage what at first sight bas all the appearance of 
sundry streamers or scarecrows of black rags, but these, 
un a nearer approach, and oa being disturbed, become 
all at once intensified into a state of nervous mechanical 
motion, the black wings, five feet across from the tip, 
expanding like a fan, aad the sable brown head of the 
tux, with a diamond bright eye, moving with its twiter- 
ing ears in a constant state of excitation. These curious 
uy brids are six in number, one being quite young—the 
valy instance upon record of their being born in a state 
vi domestication and captivity, or of acclimatising them- 
selves in this country. They subsist almost entirely 
upon fruit, as in [ndia, where their providential province 
appears to be that of acting as ehiffoniers or scaveugers 
geveral in the gardens aud orchards, destroyiug the 
vipers, centipedes, and vermiu that abound there. ‘They 
are migratory, aod their appearance, like that of the 
swallow, indicates the approach of the wet season so 
vssential to the maturity aud perfection of the fruits oí 
India. Owing to their great usefulness as destroying 
agents of things noxious and uawholesome, they are 
c-garded with superstitious reverence by the natives in 
some parts ot the great ladian peninsula, although the 
Pareees, on the contrary, it is said, look upon them as 
a bon bouche when curried. In flight they average a 
velocity of 30 miles an hour, and straight as the crow 
flies. Altogether they are winged wonders in their way 
and being the only specimens of the kind in England 
would supplement the attractive collection of curivsitics 
contained in our Zoological Gardens.

These cold classical 
vutlines—that debased siylo—yonder eut sup- 
ported on a pair of columus in every side chapel—how 
lifeless it all is as un expression of Christian art! Aud 
it is not ancient either.

Mingied with so many 
aucient temples, aud containing relies of every age since 
the epoch of the Kwperors, the churches of Rowe are, 
jor the most part, structures which have been modern- 
ed and reduced to their present appearance during 
the last and the preceding century.

Their on 
implied not only being a unit in the “Upper Ten 
Thousand,” but one of the three thousand above the 
ten. Then, as the day drew near, and as the reception 
of the Prince added to his fame and eclat, and the com- 
mittee continued inexorable, those who were fortunate 
enough to have tickets awarded them became positive 
monuments of recognised fashion in the eyes of their 
leas fortunate acquaintances. No admissions were 
sold at all—at least not publicly. The expense of the 
entertainment was defrayed by the committee of 100 
of the foremost citizens of this city, and to each ot 
these were awarded ten tickets for distribution amo 
friends whose names were submitted. Some tickets, 
am told, were nevertheless parted with by these second- 
hand recipients for a heavy “ co n;“ but there 
were only one or two such instances, though the prices 
realised by them must have offered a great inducement 
to others to forego the ball, To-night as much as £150 
has been offered for an admission, but all in vain.
